WASHINGTON.—The upcoming Survivor Benefit Act 
has focused attention ‘on the death benefits available te wid- 





Many widows are in doubt 
as to the nature of the death bene- 
fit they may receive-if their hus- 
bands .die after retirement. One 


thing is ce won't con- 
tinue to oun their adnan ee. re- 
tirement pay, except for.

death. Retirement pay stops wi 

the death of the retiree. 

However, there are several laws 
which do provide survivor benefits 
—other than social security—for 
dependents of service 
personne] or retirees. 


First of all, there is the new 


into effect Jan. 1, 1957. If a service- 
man dies on active duty in line of 
duty, or after retirement becayse 
of a service-connected disability, 
his widow qualifies for VA indem- 
nity compensation. This is $112 
per month plus 12 percent.of the 
serviceman’s pay for his rank at 
time of death. 

If death occurs on active duty 
er within 120 days from separation 
because of a service-connected 
disability, there is also-a death 
gratuity payable, which is ~ an 
amount equal to six months’ base 
pay (including incentive pays, but 
not allowances).

SECOND, if the man should re- 
tire before his death and he had 
previously elected to come under 
the Uniformed Services Contin- 
gency Option Act by receiving 
reduced retirement pay in ordér 
te provide an annuity for his 
widow, she would reeéive that 
benefit.

ments for wider distribution of 
fuels and brought a need for im- 
proved transport methods. 

In cooperation with the rubber 
industry, the Transportation Corps 
is experimenting with a device 
dubbed “the rolling fluid trans- 
porter.” 

Component parts of the: “trans- 
porter” are a series of collapsible 
fabric reinforced rubber bags cen- 
tered with appropriate axles in turn 
connected to a towing yoke. Several 
can be towed behind Army equip- 
ment with no loss in cargo space 
of the truck body, or requirement 
for heavy equipment to lift them 
aboard. 


Modern synthetics developed by 
the rubber industry are capable 
of withstanding the effects of mod- 
ern motor fuels and oils and are 
little affected by the vagaries of 
weather when stored in the field. 
The new “transporters” may be 
shipped readily by open rail car 
or barge with maximum safety. 


WHEN TOWED behind vehicles, 
the transporters present no great- 





er problem of maneuverability than 
those encountered in handling con- 
ventional auto trailers. While 
travelling over unprepared sur- 
faces, such as might be encountered 
in “over the beach” operations, 
the roller effect of the bag tends 
to pack the surface, thus improv- 
ing the track with each successive 
pass. 

Although a transporter has a ca- 
pacity of 500 gallons and weighs 
4100 pounds fully loaded, six can 
be towed on level ground by a con- 
ventional Army jeep. 

Eleven of the transporters went 
into service on an experimenfal 
basis im operations last summer at 
Thule, Greenland, moving fuel for 
1100 miles over the snow and con- 
tributing greatly to the Arctic 
transportation operations. — 

While certain modifications will 
be necessary to correct operational 
difficulties arising during the tests, 
the “transporter” is proving adept 
at meeting requirements for rapid 
mobility and easier handling of 
bulk liquids and fuels.

Refitted Ambulance Passes Test 


As Compact Airborne Radio, Van 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—Squeezing 
the 1400. pounds of equipment on a 
2%-ton radio van into a %-ton 
ambulance might seem to be an 
odd job for an ex-carpet salesman. 
But that was the job given to SP3 
Sidney Mason of the 50th Signal 
Bn, here several weeks ago. 

The objective of Mason's assign- 
ment was to provide an experi- 
mental compact communications 
center that could be loaded onto 
an assault-type aircraft and air- 
lifted into an advanced air-head to 
provide communications between 
division and corps headquarters. 

In its first test the unit was 
landed on an unimproved landing 
strip in an isolated area of Fort 
Bragg by a C-123 Air Force Pro- 
vider cargo plane. Within two 
minutes afier landing it was set up 
and in voice communication with 
a transmitter at post headquarters. 
Within three minutes radio-tele- 
type communication was estab- 
lished.

ie THE CORDINER COMMITTEE ever gets-off the dime, 

we may eventually learn what recommendations for service. 
betterment it will make to the Defense Department. That is 
the group, old-timers will recall, which was appointed many 
months ago to study questions of -pay' improvement to help 
good men stay in service. It was supposed to report by No- 
vember 30, but has not. 

Meanwhile, the Defense Department; whichis expected 
to base its legislative program on the group’s recommenda- 
tions, is poised on a point -of uncertainty. Meanwhile, too, 
Congress is trooping back to the nation’s capital, but is not 
yet prepared fully to deal with the Defense program. 

While the vacuum exists, we might as well fill it by 
urging Defense to ask Congress to correct two existing in- 
justicés in the retirement laws which are of great concern to 
enlisted men. 

@ -The first point of discrimination has to do with 
soldiers who retire as enlisted men, but have had more than 
six months of active duty as officers. If the officer period 
of active duty was performed in one armed service, and the 
last period as an enlisted man is performed in another (one 
being the Air Force and the second the Army, for example), 
then a man cannot be advanced on the retired list to the 
— commissioned grade in which he served on active 

uty. 

True, the law says that he can. But Congress failed to 
write into the law the authority for one-service secretary 
to advance an individual of another service branch on the 
retired list. For example, the Secretary of the Air Force 
cannot order a retired enlisted man advanced to commissioned 
status in the Army. 


So, while the affected soldier may have nine years and| 


11 months of active duty-as an officer before he was “riffed,” 
he is denied the rights and benefits prescribed for him by 
laws This matter should have the highest priority of con- 
sideration in both the Defense Department and Congress. 

@ The second instance in which an enlisted man is dis- 
criminated against is this: A Regular or Reserve officer on 
active duty may become eligible for retirement after finish- 
ing 20 years of active duty, provided that at least 10 of 
these years were served as a commissioned officer on active 
duty. Then, if he served for at least six-months on active 
duty in a higher grade than the one in which he is retiring, 
he is automatically advanced to the higher grade at time 
of retirement. Of course, the retired pay is computed in the 
higher grade. 

An enlisted man has no such privilege. He is entitled 
to retire after 20 years on active duty. But if he had any- 
thing less than 10 years of active duty as a commissioned 
officer during that time, he must wait 10 more years (for a 
total of 30) before he can be promoted on the retired list to 
commissioned grade. 

He, ‘too, may have had nine years and 11 months of 
active duty as an officer—and the officer only six months 
in the higher grade—but the enlisted man is the one that the 
law discriminates against. 

; The Pentagon and Congress must share the blame for 
this. In enacting the law (Public Law 810) that covers this 
type of retirement, Congress seemingly failed th study it 
closely enough. But at the time of the hearings on the pend- 
ing legislation, the Pentagon: could have asked that the mat-

Here's Three-Way

OT a “man bites dog” story this week. 


One of the top-ranking officers involved in the aug- 
mentation program—a program whose superabundance of 
forms has drawn complaints from the field and fire from our editorial 
pages — was picked last spring to take a three-month postgraduate 
course at large eastern university. 

On selection, he applied for admission to the university’s graduate 
school of business administration. He received back an application 
form which was, he says, about as long and detailed as the Army’s 
personal history form. 

_He-filled. this out, returned it, along with a picture of himself, as 
required. This was in July. 

-Later last summer, he received a notice of admission from the 
dean in which was a request to fill out still another form. This one, 
shorter than the first, duplicated some of the information on the 
first. Not only was he asked to fill out and return it-but also to send 
back 12 copies of a head-and-shoulders photograph of himself. 

Now remember, this. officer wasn’t applying for a lifetime po- 
sition. with the university, just for admission to-a three-month course 
of instruction. 





He filled out the second form, returned it with the 12 photos. 

About this time, the Army decided that it needed him for a few 

more months in-his job because of the augmentation program (and a 
few other reasons). Another officer was assigned to go to school. 
« ., But the Army also-decided that it still wanted the man with whom 
this story is concerned to go to the university at a later date. There- 
fore, a letter was written to the school, asking it to hold in its files 
the forms and papers already submitted. 

Time passed. In November, the Army decided that our officer 
could be spared for the second semester at school, the one beginning 
in February. The university was informed. The officer got another 
letter of admission just before Christmas, 

Again he was asked to fill out the short form, again submit with 
it 12 recent photographs of himself, in spite af the fact that in its files, 
the university’s graduate school of business administration already had 
the form and 13 photographs, including the first submitted last July. 

The totals: To attend a three-month course, our officer has filled 
out three forms, two of them. identical. and all of them duplicating 
some of the information’ contained on: the others, and has sent in'25° 
photographs of himself. ~ 

His question: Has the Army made ‘applying for a Regular. com- 
mission too simple?’ In applying for a.30-day contract, should officers 
be required to submit 30 photographs so.that their future COs will 


know before they see them in person what their future’ subordinates 
will look like? ;

D° THE types of Army divisions make sense? The Airborne division 

gets its title from the way it travels into combat. The Infantry 
division is named for the branch from which its major combat ele- 
ment comes. The Armored division gets its name from the type of 
materiel it is equipped with — tanks, self-propelled guns and armored 
carriers. 


Would it be possible to name the types of divisions all according 
to the same concept? 

For example, naming them according to function: the Airborne 
division might become the Attack division, the. Armored division might 
become the Shock division, and the Infantry division might become the 
Assault Division. 

Another idea would be to name them according to employment, 
using traditional terminology. Thus the Airborne division would be- 
come the Light Infantry division, the Infantry division the Heavy In- 
fantry division, the Armored division the Heavy Cavalry division, leav- 
ing room for a Light Cavalry division, when (and if) the money and 
materiel ever becomes available to form such an outfit. 

Infantry and Armored divisions might become the Motorized and 
Mechanized divisions respectively, if we stick to means of getting into 
combat as the source of names, leaving the Airborne division un- 
changed. 

The above isn’t just an exercise in semantics. Some high-powered 
people are thinking seriously about such name-changing in connection 
with. the new Army organization.

@ The ist Armored Division at 
Fort Polk, La. As the “experi- 
mental” unit of the armored out- 
fits, the Ist Armored was picked. 
No problem in timing was involved, 
since the 1st will not go to Europe, 
if at all, until 1959. 

@ And one division overseas. It 
seems that this will be the 25th 
Infantry Division at Schofield Bar- 
racks, Hawaii. This “overseas” 
unit was chosen so'that it would be 
ready quickly if needed close to 
the potential battlefield of war in 
the Pacific. At the same time, 
none of the Army’s other overseas 
divisions, which are actually “in 
line” in Korea and Europe will -be 
weakened by the uncertainties of 
an experimental organization and 
lack of training in new tactical 
doctrine. 

It is this last consideration that 
dictates the “time table” for put- 
ting the reorganization into effect. 

The 11th and 82d Airborne Di- 
visions will be reorganized along 
the exact lines that the 10ist has 
adopted. But they will not be re- 
organized until the 101st has been 
proved out and is fully equipped. 
* a * 

THE ORGANIZATIONAL con- 
cepts of the 101st will not be finally 
checked out until March. Training 
details will be worked out at about 
this same time. 

Most important, use of division 
equipment can’t be checked until 
December 1957 or January 1958, 
because many items are either not 


finally settled or won’t be delivered | 


until then. 

For example, the division plans 
to use new lightweight general pur- 
pose machine gun. But it has no 
rifle with which to fire the NATO 
7.62 cartridge for which the light 
machine gun is designed. 

Likewise, the division doesn’t ex- 
pect to get its 90mm SPATs until 
about November.

THE SAME TYPE of reasoning 
applies to the reorganization of 
the other divisions, more so to the 
infantry than the armored.

artillery mortar company, a head, 
head and service company and four 
rifle companies. 

Its total strength will be perhaps 
1000 or more below that of today’s 
regiment. 

But each company will be larger 
and far stronger than today’s rifle 
company. In it will be mortars 
and automatic weapons. 

By using the transport equip- 
ment in the regiment and available

THE BATTLE of-the Ardennes, 
in which Bastogne was to play a 
critical part, began at 0500 hours 
on Dec. 16, 1944 when the Ameri- 
can VIII Corps front, quiet since 
late September, erupted in a blaze 
of enemy artillery. The Germans, 
having stealthily built up a force 
of 25 divisions behind their lines, 
attacked the thinly-held positions 
in a rupture that would carry them 
65 miles into Allied territory. 

Rampaging German forces, 

- flushed with initial victory, drove 
toward the sea to split the West- 
ern alliance. The key communica- 
tion centers in their route of ad- 
vance, St. Vith and Bastogne, were 
to be engulfed without a pause in 
the flood of armor and infantry. 

Facing this Nazi juggernaut were 
the American 106th Inf. Div., only 
four days on the continent, the 
understrength 4th Div., the 14th 
Cav. Gp., and the 9th Armd. Div. 
These American soldiers bore the 
brunt of the attacks, fell back, re- 
grouped, and were decimated.

Encountering enemy fire near 
Neffe, Col. Julian Ewell extended 
his 501ist men to the high ground 
at Bisory. This decision, and the 
action of a few platoons, placed 
the “Screaming. Eagles” in control 
of the sloping, open fields leading 
to the American positions. 

Rocked back on his heels by the 
unexpected opposition at Bastogne, 
Von" Rundstedt reinforced his ini- 
tial unsuccessful assaults with great- 
er attacks. Savage battles exploded 
at Neffe, Bisory, Foy and Noville 
as German troops, some dressed in 
American uniforms and driving 
American vehicles, closed in on 
the eastern approaches to Bastogne.

FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A field 
trip to Belvoir by 45 students 
from the Alexandria, Va., George 
Washington High School gave 
them a close-up of the intricacies 
of tepographic photography and 
printing, and Army Aviation.

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GI Astronomers 
Shoot the Stars 


ZAMA, Japan.—American soldiers are star-gazing these 
nights on remote islands of the Pacific. As skilled scientists, 
they record for accurate map-making the precise location of 


little-known Pacific islands. 

This military star-gazing is part 
of the: Post Hostilities Mapping 
Program being carried on by the 
Army Forces Far East Map Serv- 
ice under the direction of the Of- 
fice of the Engineer, Army Forces 
Far East and Eighth U.S. Army 
(Rear). ; . 


Need for this work became ap- . 


One of the reasons for the in- 
accuracy of ‘today’s geodesy has 
been found to be our inability to 
determine the. exact direction of 
gravity. It was discovered sev- 
eral years ago that Newton was 
not necessarily directly under the 
stem from which the famous apple 
dropped, for variations in the com- 
position of the earth’s crust often 
cause a deviation from the straight 
line formerly expected from gravi- 
tation. 

“A location determined from a 
plumb line based on gravity may 
be as much as a mile off,” says 
Col. Herbert Milwit, Deputy En- 
gineer, AFFE/8th Army (Rear). 
“This error in calculation becomes 
worse as it is combined with other 
miscalculated reckonings, often re- 
sulting in pinpointing a place 
where it is not.”

FOR MODERN anavigational 
safety as for long range flights or 
voyages on instruments, a more 
precise location of the earth’s 
masses is required. 

Today, we are turning to the 
moon and stars to tell us where 
we are. 

The moon moves across the 
skies at a faster rate than the stars, 
thus passing in front of many 
stars, obscuring them from the 
view of an observer on the 
ground. This is known as star 
occultation. 

Surveying by occultations is 
done by electronically record- 
ing a star occulfation from two 


can computed, These com- 
putations then are free from the 
usual disturbing effects of grav- 
ity. 

Several hundred stars occult 
each year. At the headquarters

a calendar of dates when it is 
practical to record the occulta- 
tion of certain stars is compiled. 
The calendar is based on a combina- 
tion of complicated astronomical 
calculations and practical consid- 
erations. , } 

The ancient knowledge of astron- 
omy and mthathematics are the 
foundations on which the calendar 
begins. Practical -considerations 
are the brightness and altitude of 
the star, the percentage of illumi- 
nation of the moon, and the possi- 
bility of setting up observation 
posts along the star path. 

So powerful are the telescopes 
today that even a star invisible to 
the eye can be used. Trained 
astronomers, military and civilian, 
make the computations and plan 
the calendar of observations. 

> * * 


PRACTICAL APPLICATION of 
this scientific information rests on 
the shoulders of the. soldiers on 
duty at distant atolls. The Army 
Forces Far East Map Service is 
made up of many teams of tech- 
nicians. The typical occultation 
team consists of one soldier-tech- 
nician and four Japanese astron- 
omers. 

Mony of the soldiers are school 
trained scientists; others have 
been taught their job by the Army. 


Assignments take them out for pe- | 


riods of from one to six months 
before returning to home stations. 

Delivery of mail and supplies is 
made to them by air when possi- 
ble, or by ship, or even by ‘native 
bearers. Often the soldiers must 
deal with natives for local services 
and supplies — native craft for 
transportation to a neighboring 
island, mules for the trek to a 
mountain top, laborers to carry 
supplies to the observation spot. 

Tle months of planning - and 
preparation lead up to the frac- 
tion of a second when the moon 
crosses the star. This moment is 
recorded by means of an astronom- 
ical telescope equipped’ with de- 
vices that magnify.the star’s light 
thousands of times, others that 
record it by means of a pen line 
on a chart, and still another 
which records the time to a frac- 
tion of a second. 

Other readings on the same 
star are also taken at one or two 
more observation points located 
500 to 1000 miles away. . These 
recorded times-are sent to a com- 


puter who determines from them |- 


the exact distance on the earth’s 
surface between the observation 
points.

He 
came through the b!oody Salerno, 
San Pietro, Rapido River and Cas- 
sino operations with nothing more 
serious than a scraped nose and 
tiny lacerations on his hands. 

Yet the veteran who alone once 
held back a German advance on 
an Italian battlefield was to know 
“more misery as a civilian. 

He and the 337 other’ living 
heroes who hold the nation’s high- 
est military award know full well 
that the medal cannot insure hap- 
piness, prosperity or lives free 
from loneliness and despair. 

Some have gone ahead to big- 
ger and better things. Others rue 
the day they ever received the 
honor.

JOEL T. BOONE rose to rear ad- 
miral in the Navy and later be- 
came medical director of the Vet- 
erans Administration. He won the 
medal as a Navy doctor on duty 
with the Marines in World War I 
by braving gas and shell fire to 
treat the wounded. Today he is 
retired and happy. 

Another winner, Gregory (Pap- 
py) Boyington, says he wishes he 
had never gotten the medal. A 
Marine Corps pilot in War II, Mr: 
Boyington said the award drove 
him to alcoholism, 

“I was ne angel when I got out,” 
he explained, “Sure, I drank. They 
made something special for me. 
There were lots of parties, tours 
and dinners. They used me for 
publicity.” 

Complaining of jealousy and re- 
seniment among his fellow em- 
ployees, he moved. from job to 
job until he was pulled out by an 
erganization dedicated te the treat- 
ment of alcoholics. 





Living in Burbank, Calif., he now 
works: as a pilot for fhe Flying 
Tigers Airline. 

Others advanced like Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, War I flying ace, who 
became president of an airline; 
Jimmy Doolittle, the leader of the 
first raid on Tokyo in War II, who 
became an oil executive, or Leon 
W. Johnson, the Air Force colonel 
—now a lieutenant general—who 
was the leader of the Ploesti oil 
field raids in Rumania during 
War I. 

Among MH winners in politics, 
former Marine flier Joe Foss is a

Should You Take TV Overseas? 


WASHINGTON. — Think twice before you take your television 
In the first place, you can anticipate a charge of about 
$100 for modification of a TV of United States origin. 

In addition, installation costs vary according to conditions but 
you can anticipate an expenditure of about $35. Then, when you 
return to the States, it will be necessary to remodify the set. 

With one exception, TV sets purchased in Europe are quite 
expensive and cannot be uséd stateside. 


The TV situation is dif- 





ferent in Germany. Not only is the cost of modification less (about 
$25) but the sets are provided. with a switch so that the set need 
not be remodified upon your return to the States. 

In any event, be sure that your set will éperate properly on 
the foreign’ power supply. : 

The characteristics of the electric services available in many 
of the foreign cities can be determined from a government publi- 
cation entitled’ “Electric Current Abroad,” available from the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C., price 20 cents. (Remittance should be by personal check 
or U.S. money ‘order, as stamps are not acceptable and coins are 
sent at sender’s risk:)

The story of the wanderings and 
final wreck of this wretched old 
tramp steamer is so gripping from 
first to last you will keep wonder- 
ing if Mr. Innes is writing fiction 
or history.

The ships‘and the 
crews that serve in them are not 
unlike the Mary Deare, nor the 
men who cursed her but, in some 
vague way landsmen never under- 
stand, loved and trusted her.

© Hunting, Fishing—Game laws 
in Nevada allow state-based serv- 
icemen to hunt on resident licenses 
but they must meet the same six 
month resident requirements as 
civilians to get resident fishing 
permits. Servicemen . who claim 
the state as residence can get fee- 
free licenses to hunt and fish on 
leave. 

Resident fees are $3.50 for fish- 
ing, $3.50 for hunting and $2.50 
for deer tags.

I’m not trying to 
play the clarinet, I’m trying to play jazz, and then 
put it on the clarinet.” 

Well, Scott should certainly know about Web- 
ster’s influence on Scott. However, if Scott’s play- 
ing does not remind you of Webster, you have com- 
pany. On.my phonograph, Tony sounds more like a 
cross between Artie Shaw and Charlie Parker than 
he does like Webster. . 

“Aeolian Drinking Song,” singled out as the 
best selection in this album by Hentoff, reminds 
me of some of Shaw's flashiest swing era show- 
pieces. “You're Driving Me Crazy” is in a strident 
upper register and screams for attention. A loud 
“Yesterdays” is similarly pretentious and dull. 
“Vanilla Frosting on a Beef Pie,” apparently another 
way of saying Laura, should excite some.

COLORADO SPRINGS, 
Colo.—The year 1956 saw the. 


Army Antiaircraft Command 
steadily extend and strength- 
en its nationwide missile de- 
fense system.

CAGE ACE AT FORT LEWIS 





K. C. Jones Reports on Olympics 


FORT LEWIS, Wash.—Pvt. K. C. Jones, cannonballing engineer of the U.S. Olympic 
basketball team, throttled back to Army life here last week but was sidetracked long | 


enough for a report on the international basketball situation. 


Twenty-four-year-old K. C., the 
agile young man with the playmak- 
ing magic in either hand, also had 
a snappy word for collegiate win- 
ning streaks. 

“You build ’em up, and then cut 
‘em off,” he smiled. 

The reference, of course, was to 
the merry weekend that he, 6-10 
Bill Russell and. their fellow 
Olympians had in Chicago, where 
they stopped over on the return 
trip from Melbourne to snap San 
Francisco University’s victory 
skein at 60 and gobble up the 
Loyola Invitational Tournament 
title. 


NOTHING, he admits, could 
have given Big Bill and him more 
pleasure than clipping the record 
consecutive win mark that the two 
All-Americans helped boost to such 
fantastic length as SFU stars. 

Nothing, that is, except romping 
undefeated past eight opponents 
to the Olympic championship. 

The thrill of that victory says 
Jones, who reported in to Co. E of 
the 33th Inf. Regt. to complete the 
remaining six weeks of his eight- 
week basic training, could never 
be matched. 

The 6-2 inch guard rates the 
Russians. as second-best of the 
Olympic squads and the Japanese, 
despite their crippling lack of 
height, as next. 

He said that the Russians might 
have done better if they’d just cast 
off at the hoop a little more. 

“They were so wrapped up in 
ball control that they seemed to 
forget that it’s points that count.” 

He added that when the Russians 
finally did work the ball into the 
clear, they usually hit, but that 
their much-heralded s:ven-footer 
was too slow to be very effective. 

“The ‘6nly time they’d play him 
was when Bill was on the bench.”

JONES AVERAGED about ten 
points a game as the U. S. team 
beat the Russians twice, by around 
30 points in the prelims and 35 
in the finals, and whacked down 
six other nations with comparative 
ease. 

Everyone of them, he said, used 
a conservation combination of man- 
to-man defense and pass-pass-pass 
and pass offense. 

“The Japanese were a big sur- 
prise. They made up for their lack 
of height with blazing speed. The 
tallest man they had was 6-4, and 
the team averaged 5-9.
